HAVING, in the year fcvcnteen 
hundred and fcvcnty-fix, put forth 
A History of Music, in five volumes 
quarto, (which buy) notwithftanding my 
then avocations as Juftice of the Peace 
for the county of Middlefex and city 
and liberty of Weftmlnfter ; I, Sir John 
Hawkins, of Queen-fquare, Wefttninftcr, 
Knight, do now, being ftill of found 
health and underftanding, efteem it my 
bounden dmy to ilep forward as Editor 
and Revifer of Tu'e Pj^obationary 
Odes. My grand reafon for undertaking 
fo arduous a talk is this ; I do, ffom my

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foul believe that Lyric Poetry Is the own, 
if not twin-fifter of Mufic ; wherefore, 
as L had before gathered together every^ 
thing that any way relates to the one, 
with what confiftency could I forbear to 
collate the beft effirfions' of the other ?-— 
I (hould premife, that in volume the firft 
of my quarto hiftory, chap,. I. page 7, I 
lay it down as a principle never to be 
departed from, that ** l*be Lyre is the 
frototype of the [fidicinal /pedes J' And 
accordingly I have therein diicufTed at 
l^rge, both the origin, and various im-t 
proveraents of the Lyre, from the Tor- 
toife-(hell fcooped and ftrung by Mer- 
cury on the banks of the Nile, to the 
Teftudo, cxquifitely polKhed by Terpan- 
der, and exlribited to the iEgyptian-Prieft«« 
I have added alfo many choice engravings 
©f the various antique Lyres, viz. the 
Lyre of Goats-horns, the Lyi*e of Bulls- 
horns, the Lyre of Shells, and th€ Lyre 
of both Shells and Horns compounded ; 
from all which I flatter myfelf, I have 

indu^ 
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t 

indubitably proved the Lyre to be very 
far fuperior to the flianl^ bone of a 
Crane, or any other Pipe, Fiftula, or 
Calamus, either of Orpheus^s or Linus's 
invention ; aye, or even the beft of thofe 
pulfatile inftruments, commonly knowi) 
by the denomination of the drum. 

Forafmuch, therefore, as all this was 
finally proved and eftabliflied by my Hif- 
tory of Mufic, I fay I hold it now no 
alien tafk to fomewhat turn my thoughts 
to the late divine fpccimens of Lyric 
Minftrelfy, For although I may be 
deemed the legal Guardian of Music 
alone, and confequently not in ftriftnefs 
bound to any farther duty than that of 
ber immediate Wardship ; (See Burn's 
Juftice, article Guardian) yet furely, in 
equity and liberal feeling, I cannot but 
think myfelf very forcibly incited to ex-* 
tend this tutelage to her next of kinj 
in which degree I hold every indivl* 
dual follower of The Lyrj(c Muse, but 
(jiore efpecially all fijch part of them, at 
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have devoted, or do devote their ftra\as 
to the celebration of thofc beft of themes, 
the reigning King and the current Year ; 
or in other words, of all Cithariftas Re^ 
gis, Verfificatores Coronse, Court Poets« 
pr as we now term them, Poets Lau* 
reats.— Paufanias tells us, that it pleafed 
the God of Poets himfelf, by an exprefs 
oracle, to order the inhabitants of DeK 
phi to fet apart for Pindar one half of 
the firft fruit offerings, brought by the 
religious to his fhrine, and to allow him 
a place in his temple, where, in an iron 
chair, he was ufed to fit and fing his 
hymns in honour of that God. Would 
to heaven that the Bench of Bifhops 
would in fomie degree, adopt this ex^ 
cellent idea !-— or at leafl that the Deaa 
and Chapter of Weflminfler, and thq 
other Managers of the Abbey Mufic 
Meetings, would in future allot the oc«r 
cafional vacancies of Madam Mara's feat 
in the Cathedral Orcheflra, for the re^ 
(;eption of the reigning Laureat, during 

• the 


the pcrftjJFmancc of that favourite con* 
ftitutional ballad, ** May the King live 
for ever." It muft be owned, however, 
that the Laureatfhip is already a very 
kingJy fcttlement; one hundred a year, 
together with a tierce of Canary, or a 
butt of fack, are furely moft princely 
endowments, for the honour of litera- 
ture and the advancement of poetical 
genius^ And hence (thank God and th^ 
King for it) there fcarcely ever haa 
been wanting fome great and goo4 maq 
both willing and able to fupply fo im- 
portant a charge. — At one tipie vve find 
that great unmortal genius^ Mr. Tho.r 
mas Shadwell, (better known by the 
names of Og and Mac FlecHnoe) chant- 
ing the prerogative praifes of that blefled, 
aera. — At a nearer period, \ve obferve 
the whole force of Colley Gibber's gCn 
nius devoted to the labours of the fame 
reputable employment.— And finally, in 
the e«mple of a Whitehead's Mufe, 
tifpatiatin^; on the virtues of our gra- 
cious

cious Sovereign, have vre not beheld the 
beft of Poets, in the beft of Verfcs, do* 
ing ample juftice to the beft of Kings ? 
-T — The fire of Lyric Poefy, the ra- 
pid lightning of modern Pindarics, were 
equally required to record the Virtues of 
this Stuarts, or to immortalize the Ta- 
lents of a Brunfwick.'~On either theme 
there was ample fubjcft for the boldeft 
flights of inventive gcniif s, the full fcope 
for the moft daring powers of poetical 
creation ; from the free unfettered ftraia 
of liberty in honour of Charles the Firft, 
to the kindred Genius and congenial 
Talents that immortalize the Wifdom 
and the Worth of George the Third.— ?- 
But on no occafion has the ardour for 
prerogative panegyrics fo confpicuoufly 
flifmed forth, as on the late clcdlion for 
fucceeding to Mr. Whitehead's honours^ 
To account for this unparalleled ftruggle, 
let us recolleft that the ridiculous re- 
forms of the late Parliament having cu^ 
off many gentlemanly offices, it wa« a 
peceffary confequence that th? few which 
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were fparcd became objefts of rather 
more emulation than ufual. Beiides^ 
there is a decency and regularity in pro-* 
ducing at fixed and certain periods of 
the year^ the fame fettled quantity of 
metre on the fzxnt unalterable fubjefts, 
which cannot fail to give a particular 
attraiStion to th6 Office of the Laureat- 
fhip, at a crifis likjs the prefent,— It ii 
admitted, that we are now in pofleflaon 
of much founder judgment, and more 
regulated ta^ than our anceflors had 
any idea of; and hence does it notim^ 
mediately follow, that the occupancy of 
a poetical office, which^ from its uni- 
formity of fubjed: and limitation of du-p 
ty, precludes all hafty extravagance of 
ftyle, as well as any plurality of efforts, 
is fure to be a more plead ng objeA than 
ever to gentlemen of regular habits and 
a becoming degree of literary indolence ? 
Is it not evident too, that in compofL- 
tions of this kind, all fermentation of 
thought ^ certain in a very fhort time 

to 


to fabfide and fettle into fnild and gentle 
compofition— till at length the poflcflbrs 
of this grave and orderly office prepare 
their ftipulated return of metre, by as 
proportionate and gradual exertions, as 
many other clajfTes of induftrious tenants 
provide for the due payment of their 
particular rents ? Surely it is "not too 
much to fay, that the bufinefs of Lau- 
teat to his Majcfty is, under fuch provi-* 
fion, to the full as ingenious, reputable, 
and regular a trade, a's that of Alma* 
Hack Maker to the Stationers' Compa-* 
ny. The conteft therefore for fo ex- 
cellent an office, having been warmer in 
the late inftance than at any preceding 
perrod, is pcrfeftly to be accounted for j 
cfpecially too at a time, when, from 
nobler caufes, the Soul of Genius may 
reafonably be fuppofed to kindle into 
uncommon cnthufiafm, at a train of 
new and unexampled prodigies. In an 
age of Reform; beneath the mild fway 
of a firitifli Auguftus j under the Mi-* 

niftry 
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niftry of a pure immaculate Youth ; the 
.Temple of Janus fhut j the Trade of 
ptaheite open ; not an angry Ameri- 
xan to be heard of, except the Lottery 
XiOyalifts) the fine Arts in full Glory j 
JSir William Chambers the Royal Archi- 
ied; Lord Sydney a Cabinet Minifter I 
r— What a. golden aera ! From this aufpi- 
cious moment. Peers, Bifhops, Baronets^ 
'M^thodifts, Members of Parliament, 
Chaplains, 9II genuine Beaux Efprits^ 
nil legitimate heirs of Parnaflus, rufli 
forward, with unfeigned ardour, to de- 
Jigh4: the! world by the united efforts 0^ 
libera) genius and conditiitional loyaltyi

times have entertained a hope that my 
fomb may not watrt the fympathetic rc^ 
cord of Poetry.— I avow my motive- 
It is with this cxpedlationr I appear as 
an Editor on the prefent occafiort. — Tht 
Authors whofe Campofitions I colleft 
fbr public notice are twenty- three.

Killigrew took the lead in Englifh Lyrics; 
and indeed, till our own Mafon, was 
jicarly unrivalled — Jofephus Miller too,

his Opera Minora. My grandfather had 
a MS. Ode on a Gillyflower, the which, 
as our family had it, was an efquiffe of 
Gammer Gurton's : and I myfelf have 
feen various Cantilenes of Stephen Duck's

little impaired the fame— Colley's Bays 
ruft cankereth not — Dr. Cafaubon mea- 
fures the Strophe by Anapasfts— In the

teodel of the pure Trochaic— •There is 
alfo a little fimplc drain, commencing 
"** 5a\)«r ye my father, faw yc my mother ;"

IT was in obedience to the advice of 
my brother. Dr. Jofcph Warton, that 
I came to a determination on the 5th of 
May ult. to compofe my £rft Birth-day

t It cannot fail to attract the Reader's particuUi* 
attention to this very curious piece, to inform bim^ 
that Signor Delpini's deciiionj in favour of Mr^ 
Warton, was chiefly grounded on the new and extra-* 
ordinary ftyle of writing herein attefted. 

Ode, 
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Ode^ at the elevation of one mile above 
the edrth> in the Balloon of my inge- 
nious friend 9 Mr. James Sadler^ of this 
city. Accordingly^ having agreed for 
the fame^ at a very moderate rate, pec 
hotir^ (I paying all charge of in^ating^ 
and iUnding to repairs) at nine in the 
nMMrhing^ on Frid^. the 28th of faid 
months I repaired to Chrif):-church-mea<^ 
dow» with my ballaft, proviiions^ cat^ 
fpeakifig^tfumpet, and other neceiTarie^^ 
^^•It was my firft deiign to have invited 
Dr. Jofeph to have afcended with me 1 
bat appcehending the malicious conftruc- 
tidn. that might follow on this, as if» 
Jferfbothy my intended Ode was to be a 
^int production, I den made up my 
mind to mount alone*— My provifions 
principally confifted of a fmall pot of 
ftewed prunes, and half of a plain diet- 
bread cake, both prepared and kindly 
prefcoted to me by the fame ingenious 
hand which had fabricated the Balloon. 
: I had alfo a fmall fubfidiary Aock, viz, 

e a loaf 
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n loaf of Sandwiches, three Utiles df 
old ale, a pint of brandy^ a fall ad ready 
mixed, a roll of collared eel, a cold 
goofe, fix damfon tartlets, a few china 
oranges, and a roafted pig of the Chinefe 
breed ; together with a ; fmall light 
' barometer, and proper Jkorc of writing 
utenfils, but no note, memorandum, 
nor loofe hint of any kind, fo help 'me 
God !— — My afcenfion' was- majefticy to 
an uncommon degree ; of tardioefs^ I 
was foon conftraincd therefore to lighten 
my Balloon, by throwing out fom^ part 
of my ballaft, which ;confiftedo£ my 
own Hiftory of Poetry ^ my late.editidii 
of Milton's Minora, rtiy MifcellaneDus 
Verfes, Odcd, Sonnets, Elegies, Infcrip-*. 
tions. Monodies, arid ComplaLatsj: "my 
Obfervations on Spencer, the. King's laft 
Speech, and Lord^ Mountmorres's pann- 
phlet on the Irifli Refolutions. Qn 
throwing out his Lordfliip's Efl^y, the 
Balloon fprang up furprizingly ; but the 
weight of my provifions ftill retarding 

the 
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s the elevation^ I was fain to part with 
both volumes of my Spencer, and all of 
my laft edition of Poems, except thofe 
that are marked with an afterifk, as never 
before printed : which very quickly ac- 
celerated my afcenfion — I now found 
j the barometer had fallen four inches and 

fix lines in eight minutes. — In lefs than 
eleven minutes after I had afcended very 
coniiderably indeed, the barometer having 
^ then fallen near feventeen inches ; and 

prefently after I entered a thick black 
cloud, which I have fince found render- 
ed me wholly obfcured to all obferv^tion. 
L In^this fituation I loft no time to begin 

I my Ode ; and accordingly, in the courfe 

' of 25 minutes, '•I produced the very lines 

which now commence it. The judicious 
critic will notice that abfehce of the 
plain and trite fty'le which mark the paf- 
fage I refer to ; nor am I fo uncandid to 
deny the powerful efficacy of mift, dark- 
ncfs, and obfcurity, on the fublimc and 
(nifterious topics I there touch on : It 

. e z (:annot 
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cannot fail alfo to ftrike the intcUigeat 
obferver, that the expreffion fo much 
comnient^d on, of *^ l^o echoing car y' was 
obvioufly fuggcfted by that very car in 
which I myfelf was then featcd-^Fioding 
however that, together with the increaf^ 
denfity of the oyerfliadowing clQud, the 
coldnefs alfo was proportionably incr^af- 
ed, fo as at one tio^e to freeze my in^ 
completely over for near 20 minutes, I 
thought it prudent, ' by means of open-e 
ing the valve at the vortex of my Bal- 
loon, to emit part of the afpending pow-» 
er. This occafioned a proportionate de-» 
fcent very fpeedily : but I mqft not over<^ 
look a phasnomenon which had previ* 
oufly occurred— ——-It was this: On a 
fudden the nibs of all my pens (and I 
took up 48, in compliment to the num-! 
ber of my Sovereign's years) as if at- 
traifted by the polir power, pointed up-s 
wards, each pen ere<3:ing itfclf perpen- 
dicularly, and refting on the point of its 
feather. \ found alfo, to my no fmall 

fur- 
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furpri:fc, that during the whoje of thit , 
period, every one of my letters was aftu- 
ally cut topfy-turvy wife; which I the 
rather mention, to account for any ap- 
pearance of a correfpondent inverfion ia 
the oourfe of my ideas at that period. 

On getting nearer the earth, the ap- 
pearances I have defcribed altogether 
ceafed, and I inflantly penned the fecond. 
divifion of my Ode ; I mean that which 
Aates his moil excellent Majefty to be 
the patron of the fine arts. But here 
(for which I am totally at a lofs to ac- 
count) I found myfelf defcending fo very 
rapidly, that even after I had thrown out 
not only two volumes of my Hiftory of 
Poetry, but alfo -a confidcrable portion of 
my pig, I ftruck, nevcrthelefs, with fuch 
violence on the weather-cock of a church, 
that unlefs I had immediately parted with 
the remainder of my ballaft, excepting 
only his Majefty's Speech, one pen, the 
paper of my Ode, and a fmall ink-bottle, I 
Biuft infallibly have been a-ground. For- 
tunately, 
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tunately, by fo rapid a difcharge, I pro- 
cured a quick re-afccnfion ; wh^en im- 
mediately^ though much pinched with 
the cold, the mercury having fuddenly 
fallen 22 inches, 1 fet about my con- 
chiding ftanza, viz. that which treats 
of his Majefty's mod excellent chaftity. 
And here I lay my claim to the indul- 
gence of the critics to that part of my 
Ode 5 for what with the fhock I had re- 
ceived in ftriking on the weather-cock, 
and the effedl of the prunes which 1 had 
now nearly exhaufted, on a fudden I 
found myfclf very much difordered in- 
deed. Candour required my juft touch- 
ing on this circumftance ; but delicacy 
muft veil the particulars in eternal obli- 
vion. At length, having completed the 
great object of my afcent, I now re- 
opened the valve, and defcended with 
great rapidity. They only who have 
travelled in' Balloons, can imagine the 
Jincere joy of my heart, at perceiving Dr. 

JofepH 


Jofeph cantering up a turnip-field n^ar 
Kidlington Common^ where I landed ex- 
adtly at a quarter after two o'clock ; 
having, from my firft elevation, com- 
pleted the period of five hours and fifteen 
minutes ; four of which, with the fradion 
of ten feconds, were entirely devoted to 
my Ode. — Dr. Jofeph quite hugged me 
in his arrhs, ' and kindly lent me a fecond 
wig, (my own being thrown over at the 
time of my ftriking) which, with his 
ufual precaution, he had brought in his 
pocket, in cafe of accidents. I take this 
occafion alfo to pay my thanks to Thomas 
Gore, Efq^. for fome excellent milk- 
punch, which he directed his butler to 
furnifh me with mod opportunely s and 
which I then, thought the mofl folacing 
beverage I ever had regakd withaL Dr. 
Jofeph and myfelf reached Oxford in 
the dilly by five in the evening, the po- 
pulace moft handfomely taking off the 
horfes for fomething more than the laft

DURING the late buftk — ^the moft awful,

Thefc important concerns, however, being at an 
end; — and Gallic faith being bound up to its pro- 
priety, in declarations and counter-declarations of 
the ftrongeft. parchnient> it became neceflary to feek 
an interval of relaxation.— Mr. Dundas was the 
firft to propofe a freer circulation of the bottle ; but 
this propofition was ftrenuoufly oppofed by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, on account of the 
danger of no5lumal travels j and as ftrongly by the 
Solicitor General, left, by any unfortunate accident, 
he fliould be betrayed from his ufual confijiency.

number of paflages where it was ufed, that he not 
only filenced the cavil, but alio fhamcd that inHdel 
want of recolleftion, which the Treafuref of the 
Navy had betrayed; in making the exception. 

This difcuITion being encledl. Lord Hawkejbury 
was again called on, but his Lordlhip requefting to 
be indulged with more time, feveral others offered 
themfelves : — When the voice of Mr. Drakey jun. , 
being particularly in Alt^ he obtained an immediate 
attention. He was proceeding to addrefs himelf to

With that view the author has been induced to add 
a Pojlfcript to the Papers which have already ap^ 
feared ; the more decifively to JheWy that thefophijtry 
of the Minijterialijlsy has not the Jlightefl foundation 
in law, in legal analogy, thefpirit of the conjlittUion^ 
or the hiflory of the country.

%n both Houfes of Parliament, thoje who have read 
thefe articles in the public prints had, perhaps^ better 
proceed at once to page yg.

IN this reading age, it cannot be doubted 
that the melancholy fituation of the King 
has pointed the curiofity of the naticm in ge- 
neral, to a perufal of fuch fources of infor- 
mation, as may tend to throw any light 
upon a cafe fo extraordinary. — The hiilory 
of Britifli Regencies cannot, at this time, be 
etherwife than generally known ; and this 
reafonable prefumption confines the writer^ 
upon that part of his fubjed:, rather to de- 
du^ions refuking from the hiftory of Re- 
jgendes, than to a detail of the hiftory 
itfelf. 

As it is a charadler of impofture to be 
tnyftcrious, fo it is the obje(3; of truth to 

^ feek 
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feek the tribunal of true intelligence. The 
writer of this paper afFefts no other know- 
ledge upon this occafion than is acceffible to 
every perfon who will take a little and but 
a little trouble ; and as he is fatisfied his ar- 
gument will be the more convincing as the 
reader gains information, he fhall in his pro- 
grefs make fuch references to authority i^ as 
will enable every perfon fully to decide upon 
the juftnefs of his reafoning. 

All the popular hiflories of England, arc 
fo clearly arranged, that the heads of the fc- 
veral chapters will dired the inquirer to the 
precife paffages which relate the Regencies 
that have taken place in this kingdom, and 
which are feverally, in the reigns of Henry 
in. Edward III. Richard 11. Henry VL 
Edward V. and Vl. together with fome that 
took place, and fome that were proje^ed, 
fince the acceflion of the prefent family to 
the crown of England. 

Not any two of thefe Regencies are mark-*/ . 
cd by an exad: fimilitude in all parts ; but 
throughout th^ whole of them there is onft 
predominating feature, namely, that whc- 

thei 
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thcr ip the minority; the abfence^ or thedif- 
ability of the Sovereign, the royal authority 
has commonly been conferred upon the next 
heir to the crown ^ capable of executing its du^ 
ties. There are two circumftances ' ftrbngly 
demonftrajtive of the public fenfe upon this 
point. Henry V. defigned, upon his death 
bed, the Duke of Gloucefter for the Regency 
of England ; yet, with all the love of all the 
nation for that illuftrious Prince, his will, in 
this inftance, was diredly fet afide, and the 
Duke of Bedford, the elder brother, and 
prefumptive heir to the crown, named to 
that office by Parliament, Gloucefter being 
reftrained from all power excepting in Bed- 
ford's abience. The other cafe occurs in the 
minority of Edward V. Gloucefter, after* 
W2irds Richard IIL the next heir to the 
crown capable , of executing the office^ imme- 
diately upon his brother's death, was ap«^ 
pointed Regent, or Protedtor, during his 
ijiephew's minority; atid though the Queen- 
mother fufpedled him of defigns upon thp 
crown, though his bloody and ambitious na- 
ture was manifeft to the nation, po oppofi- 
lion whatever was made to his being called 
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to tW$ high ftatioi*— infomiich, that all tht 
hiftorians (SirTbamas Moore, tluttie« &c.) 
defcribe that dev€>ititiofi> of p<mtr itt thefe 
wordsi ** be being by ihf ci^omi of the realm 
tntitUd to the Pmeaorjhip** 

The Regencies of tte tarl of Pembroke, 
in the minority of Henry III; and ofthe Dufc* 
Df Somerfift. in tha* of Edward VI. » operate 
not the leaft agaihft this mafxmf; there not 
being at either of thcfe pferiods any one of thft 
bleod royal capable ^f executing the dutief. 

Duif irig the ittpt of Henry Vl. thete wcr* 
hb left thin three Regencies, of Woted:oratc^i 
Tftir the fpeci^s erf magijfl[rat:eAp|)Ointcd in the 
mintority, aibfence, or difabillty of a King ii 
foihetinies called Regeht, femetimes Protect 
tor, Guardiartl or LieUt^Mnt) asnd thefe three 
Rtfg^ftcics> ftili ftrbnget than thi fortwer cafes, 
lhe\V in whofe perfon the right e*ift$, when 
lieceflity calls for it, as the reader will obferve.

After a fucceffion of years» and a feries of 
fad events, another Regency took place in the 
lifetime of this unhappy monarch ; namely, 
that pf the Duke of Clarence, with Lord 
WarwicJk, ift 1470 ; ahd the inftrument 
which conllitutes this Regency, limits like- 
wife its duration to the majority of tbe Prince 
of Wales. Hence it is evident who would 
have been Regent during the difabilities of 
Henry VI. if his fon, the Prince of Wales, 
had been of age to affume that office, (Thefe 
fadts the reader will find in all the hiftories 
of England ; and the inftruments alluded to 
in the i ith volume of Rymer*) 

Thus 
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Thus far then wc are gotten . — ^That by the 
laws and cuftoms of the realm, the next heir 
to the crown, capable of executing the duties^ 
has the clear right to be Regent, when a Re- 
gent has been xiecefliry ; and that if, unhap- 
pily, a neceffity calls now for fiich an ap- 
pointment, the perfon appointed miift of ne- 
ceffity be the Prince of Wales. 

Let not the reader be too quick in declaring 
this prcamble,as to the ftridt right toRegency, 
ufelefs,* ^s no body doubts it. Before I have 
done, he will perhaps think this preamble 
iiot at all a lofs of time.

W HE T HER any ncceffity exills, in fadl> iot 
the appointment of a Regent, is a nice pointy 
on which the writer touches not at prefent.^ 
Hereafter it will be a part of the objedi of 
this paper decently to difcufs that fubjeft on 
the grounds of fuch data as have readied the 
public ear* For the immediate purpofc it is 
fufficient to fuppofe, that the neccffity (Iocs 
certainly exift j iand that the place of the So-^ 
vereign in the adual government of the 
country muft be fiippliad by his fbn and lc-» 
gal fucceffor. This granted, the next proper 
confideratiou is, what /pedes of Regency it i$ 
fit to appoint I 

-: A full precedent, that comes exiadly up tp 
all the parts of thji? truly Angular cafe, is un- 
doubtedly not to be found in the Englifh an- 
nals ; yet, thpvgh np fuch precedent is to be 
found, the courfe prpper to be now adopted 
jU fp deafi fo plain^ fo evident, fo obvious to 
cyeiy obferver, and fo unavoidable by any fet

of men who are not abandoned to every fenfe 
of political duty, that neither the prefcnt Mi- 
niftry, nor the prefent Parliament will, if 
they a^ upon pure motives, have any diffi- 
culty to extricate both themfdves and the 
catioB from this rare and unexampled exi- 
gence. 

The courfe is this i 

To transfer the kingly power from t^ 
v6g^ing Sovereign, who tmfbitunatdy can* 
mt /exeoite it, to his ion and legal fucceilbr, 
who can — ^with all the authority, with all the 
irigouTf and with all the force that the con- 
fticution ^lepolijts in the chief magiAiate of 
this fcee country, without any £3rt of alieiuu- 
tion, divftiion, or diminution whatibever. 

This is the courfe fit to be adopted; aai 
i do affirm^ that th^ man who would aft 
otherwife, the man who wouli clog (^ pco^ 
pofed Regency with iany other refi^raiots 4!han 
our form of govemqient has impoied upoa 
the crown iti(Hf, falls xliredly into this dt- 
iemmar-r-He eidhfcr libels th^ conftitutlon wi- 
lier which lie iifves, or lA^d^ the diara^^er of 
the Prisuiie^ Wales ; and* in lb far as the 
Hh^ bp^rate6, virtually incapadtttes htm £^ 
": the 
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the fuccefiion to the throne of there king;*- 
doms.. I Ihall explain myfelf fo as to be 
comprehended by even the moll confufed 
underftanding. ^ 

If we are fincere in thinking our mo- 
narchy, limited as it is, the beft poflible form 
of governmeilt, nothing but hard neceflity 
can ever tempt us to alte): it. If it were the 
will of God to call his prefent Majefty out 
of this mortal life, it is admitted the Prince 
of Wales would inftantly fucceed to the mo- 
narchy, without any change whatever in the 
cffence of the government ; but if there occur 
a middle Cafe, where the Sovereign is, though 
. not naturally, yet politically demifed, what 
is the firfl: point moil eligible to be accom- 
plilhed? Evidently this— rto retain, whatever 
might be the form, the Jou I and fubjiance of 
that much*prized government^ without any 
alteration that is not forced by that to which 
all things muft yield, necejjity. Now as np 
neceffity of any kind exifts to depart from 
the principles and pradlice of the conftitu*- 
tion, in the propofed Regency, a quiet tranf- 
fer of the kingly power, during the King's 
political den>ife, to the undoubted heir of 
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the crown^ who is grown into a legale ^ mo^ 
ral, and intelle£ttial maturity^ is the onty 
meafure that can be fairly attempted, with- 
out implying that either the conJUtutitm is 
iefeElive^ or the Prince of Wales is unfit t9 
govern. 

Whether the conftitution is defedivc, whe- 
ther it admits any improvement, dr whether 
this is the right time to make the attempt, 
thefe are queftions foreign to the immediate 
•purpofe. As they are not avowed to be the 
grounds of adion, they cannot be pertinent 
points of argument to this fubjedl; but « 
follows as art undeniable conclufion to the 
impofition of any reftraints upon the Re- 
gency of the Prince of Wales ^ that are uit- 
known to the crown in the prefent ilrudufe 
of the government, that the fame reftraint^ 
Jf:ould be placed upon the Royal Authority, if 
his Majefty was naturally deceafed, and the 
jfucceflion proceeded in its ufual regularity. 

If our foFm of government i^ excellent 
•under a magiftrate with the name of a King, 
it is no lefs excellent under a magiftrate with 
the name of a Regent, who i^ the undoubted 
heir to that title. If the Prince of Wales, 
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being the apparent undouked heir to that tidc^ 
IS un£t to be CruAed with fhe ^awers of go^ 
yerament as Regent, he is no lefs un€t to be 
tnsfted with them as King, I fay, a« *^ ap^r

everjr paft Regency. The reader wiU fee by 
and byf .that the uniform motive for all the 
dogs that have been impofed u|ion all former 
Regencies during minorities and inicapadties^ 
is tjie very reafon why jther^ ftiould be no 
cl()gs at all upon the Regoacy now pfiopofedj 
thofe alone e^^epted which the conflitutidu 
bas placed upon the Sovereign hiipfelf. 

In cnoft of the Regencies which have taken 
place in this ^country , ithere have been vari- 
QUS reftraints, and thefe variQufly modified i 
buit thefe reftraints are notorioufly known to. 
h^^ve been prompted by the jealoufy enter- 
tained of .the ambition of the Regents, 9n4 
the fears excited for ,t;he life and fafe fuc^. 
ceffipn of the minpr monarchs, the Regents 
copimpnly being the prefumptive heirs of the 
c](Qwn« No charafter fbr virtue or modera- 
tion jcyempted the Regents from the fhackJes 
C|f a councils or qould prevail with the Par«». 
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Kament to leave the perfon of the minor in 
' their power. — A Guardian or ProteAor of the 
minor's perfon had generally been appointed, 
and the vigilance of the Parliament and the 
people for his perfonal fecurity, was always 
remarkable. 

This is no local terror^ Lewis XIV* in 
abfolute dread of the ambition 'of the Duke 
bf Orleans, the prefumptive heir to the crown 
of France, appointed one of his illegitimate 

fons Regent of the kingdom during the. mi- 
nority of his great grand-fon and heir tip- 
parent. This arbitrary defignation being ob- 
noxious to law and common fenfe, was in- 
deed fet afide immediately upon the King*s 
death, by the very Parliament who were 
perfuaded, in his lifetime, to regifter it; and 
the Regency conferred upon Philip of Or- 
leans, according to the cufloms of the mo- 
narchy i but provifion was previoufly made 
for the life and fafety of the infant King. 

Thus it was proper to place reftraints that 
infured the legal fucceffion upon the Earl of 
Lancafter, in the minority of Edward III. 
upon John of Ghent, in that of Richard II. 
vpon the Duke of Bedford and his brother 

Humphiyt 
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Humphry, ia that of Henry VI. becaufe 
thefe were the aeareft relatives of the right- 
ful l^irs ; becaufe they were all ambitious, 
and fomc of them ferbcious men. The 
.want of this precaution in Edward IV. and 
the want of powers in his Queen after the ' 
King's death, threw the minority of Ed- 
ward V. into the fole difcretion of the Duke 
of Glouce0er, and he, in one year, annihilat- 
ed the whole royal family. Councils of 
Regency, clogs and reftraints are natural and • 
neceflary to Regents of this defcription, in 
order to guard againft the worft, againft any 
danger to thtfafefuccejjion of the rightful heir; 
but what is the world to think of clogs, re- 
fbraints, and councils of Regency, unknown 
to the conftitution, when the propofed Re- 
gent is no other than the rightful heir 
bimfelf 

Hence then it is manifeft, that as the re^ 
ilraints impofed upon Regents in former ages, 
refulted principally from the zeal of the na- 
tion to preferve the fucceffion in the legal 
line of hereditary right, the motive that in 
thoie times induced the adoption of them, is 
the very bejl reafon to abandon all'thoughts of 
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reviving them under the pttfent circunic- 

The i&feiy of the rightful heir to Ac 
Ctomx Hoat could be their ol^dt ; for the 
fixudure of the foit of government whidi 
prevailed under thofe coundk of Regeocy* 
inserted every principle of {bund policy^ and 
ihe governments themfelves weec a. fruitful 
(owQc of evil while they fubfifted. 
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December Xp 178S. 

X HERE is no axiom in our civil fyftenl 
' more indifputable than this, that the prero^ 
^atives of the crown cannot be- divided. Thejr 
may be abridged, circumfcribed, diminiihed, 
limited, fome of them perhaps totally taken 
away — ^but they cannot be- divided. The dif- 
creet exercife of thefe prerogatives, is the 
great defidetatum in the wifdom of a Britifh 
Kingi He may, mdeed, by an evil ufe of 
them, deflroy both himfelf and his country % 
but at all events they are his. The two Houfes 
of Parliament, by their very genius aijd con- 
ftitution, are liable to fadlion ; it is the great 
and main diftind:ion between thefe two and 
the other eftate, that the latter is fecured 
from fuch a vice — how ? By its unity ^ Jim^ 
plicityi and individuality* 

All the vaft prerogatives which center in 
the crown were given, without doubt, for 
"the public good, and when exerted upon any 
other pringipl?, it is an abufq of the truft, and 
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a fraud upon the law. But thefc powers 
cannot be ftiared out nor parcelled, nor parti- 
cipated ; their great faculty of benefit con- 
fitting in their indivifibility . 

This, Uffirm, is the genuine fpirit of the 
Britifh conftitution- 

The divifion of the powers of the executive 
branch can only fpringfrom ignorance ; mufi 
produce y ^^Ue it lajis^ perpetual mif chief ; and 
has every tendency to terminate in defpotifm. 

This opinion I fet forth as a grand 
MAXIM, challenging any perfon to contro- 
vert it, and appealing to hiftory for a proof 
of its foundnefs. 

Whichever is the objed: of the fufpeded 
confpiracy of the prefent moment againft the 
conftitutional powers of the rightful Regent, 
to divide his authority, by the inftitution of 
a council of Regency, or by the junftion of 
any other perfon in the Regency itfelf, is in 
fad: a matter of the moft perfed: indifference. 
They are both, perhaps equally, by their 
eflence and conftrudlion, the certain infallible 
fource of national evil; and the difficulty 
confifts alone in devifing which of the two 
fchcmes is moft pernicious.

Let us fee how the thing ftands upoii the 
fetce of hiftory. 

The only profperous Regency that ever 
pcevailq^ in this CQuntry, either in the mino* 
rk^. or 4ifa|?ility Qf a King> was that of the 
]fy^ of Pembroke /in the reign of Heniy III. 
P^ml^rokie, on the.dwth of <Kipg John, had 
all the military ftrength in. his own hands, 
aft^ the Barons qop^ferred upon him all but 
the ^^»^ of rpy^lty. At that time the whole 
Igjigdoin was cx)nvulfed : a rebellion raged 
ifl^ |1^ b^axt of it ; .the Dauphine of France, 
invited j^y many of the Englifti nobility to 
the crown of Engl^uid, was here upon the 
fpot, profecuting his title at the head of a 
French army, Pembroke, enabled by the 
concentration of powers in his own perfon to 
give efFed: to his native valour and wifdom, 
ii^ zjbort time routed the French out of his 
(jountry ; fubdued the mutinous difpofition 
of the nobles ; conciliated all interefts in the 
young king's favour, and left the kingdom 
at thp time of his 'death in a flourifhing and 
formidable ftate. 

N<jw let the reader mark what followed. 

D . After 
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After the death of this illuftrious iriair, 
the Regency was divided between the Bifhop 
of Winchefter and Hubert de Burgo. Forth 
from the moment of that divifion, all the af- 
fairs of the kingdom went into confufion. 
Diforder at home, and dffgrace abroad, came 
inftantly upon the country i and all the hif- 
torians of this period unanimoufly attribute 
to this divided Regency j not only all the mi- 
feries which occurred in their own time, but 
the having fown the feeds of all the calami- 
ties which afflidted this country for the fifty- 
three years of Henry's reign that followed. 

But then perhaps thefe evils fprung more 
from the wickednefs or incapacity of the 
Regents themfelves, than the divifion of their 
authority — ^Nothing like it. Hubert was a 
man of extraordinary virtue and undoubted 
genius ; but the prieft, in the true fpirit of 
the craft, fought for his fliare of the power 
inch by inch ; and all Hubert's ability and 
good meaning were utterly ufelefs to himfelf 
and the nation. 

He could do nothing. 

Thus again, iix the tninority of Edward HI. 
the rtoyal powers were parcelled out among 

a council 
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I 

a 'council of Regency. The Queen-mother^ 
an abandoned woman, warped the majority 
of the council to her own vile ends; and 
nothing but the glorious fpirit of young Ed- 
ward* outftripping time as it were, and 
bounding into manhood, though young in 
years, could have faved the country from 
the deftrudlion that hung over it, in confe- 
qu-tncc of a rcouna'/ of Regency, and the ^/W- 
J^o^i of the hngly authority. 

So too, in the minority of Richard II. the 
-divifion of power between the Regent and 
the Council of Regency brought on all the 
early, arid infured many of the late misfor- 
tunes of that calami toiis reign. The afiairs 
of the nation lay flagnant, from the jealoufy 
and emulation of thefe two co-ordinate 
authorities, infomuch that the fupplies raifed 
for the public fervice, were, at one time> 
placed jn th^ hands of two aldermen of 
Ix)ndon, ifor the exprefs purpofe of fhewing 
the Regent, ^hat the council could be as 
mifchievous as they pretended to fear he 
would be. 

Better known and more recent are the evils 
which refulted from t divifion of j:he powers 

Da of 
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of government, betwen the Regent afld ihc 
Council of Regency , in the ftiinority of Hcniy 
VI . The fpeedy Ibfs of the kingdom of Finance 
(an event,, which, whether good or bad foi 
this nation, dcmonftrates the impracticability 
of any efficient government, under a fyfte- 
matic division of the executive authority) the 
endlefs difcotd between the Regent and Coun- 
cil, and all the external, and all the dififtal 
domeftic miferies of that period, call loudly 
upon the nation never again to rifk a divifion 
of the powers of government, unlefe that 
divifion is as utterly unavoidable. 

The Regency of the Duke of Gloucefter> 
which ended in the deflrucStion of Edward 
V. and the ufurpation of Richard III. af- 
fords not much example either /way, except- 
ing in this : It -proves that thefe councils are 
capable of being made an inftrument of evii, 
thougli few inftances exifl of any natfehal 
good being derived from them. Had Rich* 
^rd,*'when Regent, of his own mere atitho- 
fity, ordered the niurder of Rivers, Vailghan, 
Gray, &c. — the friends and relatives of the 
mtidr King, the hatidti liad probably then 
caught the alarm, t\0 overturn of the go- 
vernment 
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yerttment been poflibly prevented, and the 
royal family faved from flaughter — but Rich*^ 
ard knew full well, that the Council, though 
he could fupprefs any inclination of theirs to 
do good, were capable under his aufpices of 
the wideft mifchicf; and he accordingly 
fan<5lioned his firit cruelties by their autho- 
rity. The Council confederated in thefe bar- 
barities, headed by Buckingham and Haft- 
ings, who never forefaw the aims of Rich- 
ard ; nor once imagined that thefe iniquitous 
proceedings would be Ihortly vifited upon 
themfelves. » 

The Council at this time, though not^ 
ftricftly fpeaking, a Council of Regency, ap- 
pointed Richard Prote&or^ without waiting 
ihe authority of Parliament ; and that ap- 
pointment was, perhaps, the caufe of all the 
fubfequent calamities. Regent he was by 
the late King's will, and by the cuftoms of 
the realm; but it no way followed, that he 
(hould be ProteBor of the minor King's 
per/en. 

The probability is, however, that in the 
ftate of the country, and of the court at that 
mfis ; nothing couW, with efFed:, refift the 

machinations 
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tnacliinations of aPrince of Richard's artifice; 
-ability, and ambition. 

With refped to the Council of Regency 
in the minority of Edward VI. it is never 
mentioned but as one of thofe melancholy in- 
ftances, which prove that times unhappily 
occur, where nothing can be found to exceed 
the defpotifm and folly of the King, but the 
fervility and bafenefs of the people. A 
Council of fixteen perfons co-ordinate in 
pawer^ poffeffing a// the royal authority ; a 
Sub-council of twelve more added to this fix- 
teen : this is indeed fucTi a monfler in polity 
as could not probably enter the head of any 
other human being that ever exifted, except 
the capricious tyrant who formed it. AH the 
effeds of this divifion of the royal power 
were perfedly anfwerable to the ipftitution. 
Nothing refulted from it wife, confifteftti 
or conflant ; each man was a king,* and each 
King was jealous of his fellow King. They 
united at £rft to raife themfelves into high 
honours — then fometimes united to deftroy 
the country, and ultimately deftroyed each 
other. 

tt Thus 
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iTius it ftands upon the face of hiliory. — ^ 
Every Regency of former ages is fraught 
with examples to deter pofterity from ever 
attempting any divifion of the regal powers, 
which is not compelled by an inevitable dejiiny. 
Where, then,; the prefent Miniftry can find 
any authority in Englifh annals to make the 
attempt, is indeed hopelefs to fcarch. 

In the Regency bill of 175 1 , they have no 
countenance; becaufe times and things are 
diametrically reverfed. And here the circum- 
ftances of the day fuggeft a curious reflexion. 
Upon that occafion, the fathers of the twa 
great rival ftatefmen of the prefent moment 
a(3:ed memorable parts. Both of them were 
in office, both fupported a bill which ap- 
pointed a Regent, reftrained by a Council of 
Regency j arid the events which aii^ now in 
profped:,' ihall perhaps exhibit another fpe- 
cimen of marked degeneracy in fome of their 
iffue. Yet not in the fentiments of any great 
man, who bore his fhare in thofe tranfadtions^ 
can any thing be found to fend the leaft glofs 
to the fufpeded projeds of tht prefent mo- 
ment. The Prince^f Wales of that day was 
a boy — the Prince of this day is a man, 

bright 
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bright in every quality that can grace His fta- 
tion. Between the two periods and the two 
events, there is no circumftance of affinity 
whatever* — ^Yet, then, did Lord Chathani, 
then did Lord Holland, though th^y diffei!^ 
vehemently upon collateral px^ints, both 
maintain the maxims which: I :hav^ here 
maintained ; that the executive power fhould 
never be divided, unlefs when compelled by 
inevlncible necejjity. Lord Chatham Concurred 
in making a woman Regent, and that woman 
a foreigner, xnot^^tofecure^fhejkfefuccej^ 
of the rightful heir. Lord Holland concurred 
jn making this woman and /this^ foreigner 
Regent, and pafling by the Duke of .Cum* 
bcrland with all that Princess known love for 
this country (the liberties of which he pTC- 
ferved with his blood), with aU his valour 
with all his wifdofm^ and with all thofe vir- 
tues which made him the idol of the EngUfti 
nation — the better tofecure iheffefuccejjkn 
of the rightful heir. Nay, thofe eminent 
qualities, and this very popularity of th^ 
Duke of Cumberland, were the grounds of fu-p 
perceding him in th^ Regency, andfele^ing 
the late Princefs Dowager of Wales for that

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to all the eifential fundlions of the monarchy > 
the government Jlands JiilL — Hinc iUe la*^ 
cbrima^' — Hence the mad fantafies that have 
iilued from this infuriated oracle: but not 
mad nor ignorant is Mr. Pitt all the while ; 
and as I think he is neither, nothing lefs than 
hearing it proclaimed by his own lips, fliall 
ever convince me that he really meditates 
the perpetration of fuch a fcheme. 

And it is not his virtue that diffuades me 
from believing it ; for with that^ at leaft, I 
think he does not abound. It is not his ge- 
nius that prohibits the fuppofition, for 
(though it were folly to deny that he has 
great and fhining abilities) an expanfion of 
mind, to reach all the bearings of fo vaft a 
wickednefs, I fairly do not think him gifted 
with. — But it is Mr. Pitt's prudence which 
inclines me to refufe all credit to the report. 

It is his prudence which I truft to, and 
which muft have long fince informed him 
that an endeavour to entrench himfelf in 
power, by an attack upon the royal rights 
of the true heir to the crown of Great- 
Britain, will open to the world the naked 
nature of his own mind ; and ftamp him 

F with 
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V/iih the moft unmagnanimous, the moft 
vile, the moft fordid love of office. His 
prudence, w^hich muft convince him that in 
fuch an attempt, he muft relinquifli, j^r^T;^r, 
all pretence to the flighteft dignity of cha- 
radler. 

As his enemy, I might rejoice at fuch a 
hdrdy and flagrant iniquity, and fure he bos 
no friend if this courfe is recommended fo 
him. None but the locufts ^vho cling to 
him while* he has power — none but the 
leeches who ftick upon him while yet he can 
ooze out any thing ; a^jd who will fall off 
when they have abforbed the feats of cor- 
ruption — none but thefe can ferioufly advife 
him to this defperate undertaking. 

Indeed there is another, and but one other 
conlideration, that might encourage Mr. 
Pitt to this tremendous experiment : 

He might caft his look a few years back, 
and fay to himfelf this, ** I know it is 
poffible for a bad fervant to inftigate a good 
fovereign to plight his royal word,, that he 
Ihould not diflblve his Parliament, at the 
very time it was determined to diflblve it; 
therefore it is neceflary to guard againft a 

fimilar 
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fimilar evil in future times : I know it is pof- 
iible a Houfe of Commons might exift which 
MTould refift all the threats of civil ex- 
tinction; all the blandifhments of power, 
and all the bribes of office, rather than fa- 
orifice their fenfe of public duty ; it is there- 
fore proper to reftrain a prerogative which 
may annihilate fuch a body in punifliment 
ibrfuch independence, — I know it is poffible 
to defeat the moft virtuous exertion of the 
democracy of England by a dark fadlibn of 
the Peerage ; and it is therefore fit to curb 
the great prerogative of lifting men to that 
high dignity, who (as fuited the ends of a 
Minifter, or the whim of a King) may beft 
promote the profligate purpofe of the mo- 
ment/*. Or finally, and in a word, he may 
from an aggregate^refult of the whole tenor 
of his own political life, make one more 
ftout, refolute, dafhing determination ; and, 
having trampled upon the moft funda- 
mental privileges of the Commons of Eng- 
land, to procure his prefent office, he fhould 
think it but confiftent to ftrip away the 

moft facred rights of the crown to pre-^ 

ferve itl

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Here let us paufe a little. 

Having (hewn, that if there exift at this 
time a neceffity for a Regent, that Regent 
muft, according to thefpirit of the conftitution^ 
be the Prince of Wales. Having (hewn that 
all reftraints upon Regencies in former ages 
have been impofed only to fecure the fafc 
fucceffion of the rightful heir, thefe reftraints 
cannot, according to the fpirit of the conjli^ 
tut ion ^ be now revived, when, for the firft 
time in our hiftory, in confequence of a 
fituation without example, the Regent can be 
no other than the rightful heir himfelf. Let 
us for argument fuppofe this appointment ac- 
tually made, as I doubt not it will be, undi- 
vided in its power, unclogged by any fetters, 
not placed by the conftitution upon the 
crown itfelf, and then let us contemplate 
THE PROSPECT BE^I^ORE US* 

This contemplation naturally branches into 
two views : Firft, the perfonal qualities of 
the Prince himfelf; fecondly, his fuppofed 
political predilections. 

Firft then, the Prince himfelf.

s the eulogies of profperity are always 
fufpicious, it may not be amifs to fay (and 
yet perhaps it is idle to fay it) that if this 
page have any complexion of panegyric, the 
writer's fincerity fhould be the lefs queftion- 
ed, as the high perfon it fpeaks of has been 
the fubjed: of his praife, in terms more gay, 
more ftudied, though not lefs true, than he 
Ihall now appear in ; long, long before his 
acceffion to the royalties of thefe realms, 
feemed to lay, in the probable courfe of na- 
ture, within his reach, for at leaft a fcore of 
years. — Indeed, if a man may be allowed to 
fpeak at all of himfelf, I am not very con- 
fcious of being inclined to feledl the feafon 
of good fortune for the commendation of 
any body. 

Perfonal comparifon is generally thought 
an invidious, and muft be always a delicate 
taflc ; but that delicacy is here fo much above 
ail common cafes, that in truth no artifice of 
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difcrimination, no nicety of phrafe, and no 
dexterity or delineation could fecure the at- 
tempt from being thought at leaft irreverend. 
I (hall efcape the charge by avoiding the at- 
tempt altogether. 

Self-love is the univerfal principle of hu- 
man adlion, and the love of eafe, as an 
emanation from it, is common to all man- 
kind . There is no fuperiority more intole- 
rable in focial circles, than that fpecies which 
is intclledlual ; and people always feek for 
their intimate companions fuch men as pre- 
clude all neceflity for care in converfation, or 
vigilance in ftianners. Great talents are, in- 
deed, admired, but they are admired at a 
diftance ; and it is from the operation of this 
very principle, that the world receives with 
more than common pleafure fuch calumniejs 
againft men of genius, as tend to level them 
down to the ordinary ftandard. Princes ace 
but men, and no more exempted from this 
weaknefs than the bulk of their fellow-crea- 
tures. Obliged by: their ftation to affume in 
public a charafter which is not required of 
common mortals, they are, perhaps, more 
anxious than other people to rcpofc and to 

relax 
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telax in their private fc^nes. Though placed 
by fortune at the head of mankind, they 
know there is another kind of greatnefs 
which crowns cannot confer ; and the embar- 
raffing prefencc of which they are apt to fliun 
perhaps too feduloufly. — Thence the faying of 
philofophers , *• that princes are fond of bad 
•* company." Hence Montefquieu remarks, 
•* That, after all, he cannot help having 
•* fome compaffion for princes, who are ge- 
" nerally furrounded, from the cradle to the 
•* grave, with knaves and fycophants." 

From this foible the greatefl prince of mo- 
dern times, the late King of Pruffia himfelf, 
was not wholly free, and he had the plea- 
fantry to jeft at himfelf for indulging it; but 
men of the charadler here alluded to, and 
who, in general, furrounded him, were, I 
fufped:, more frequently the fubjedt of his 
jeft. 

A pamphlet which the friends of Mr, 
. Haftings thought it might be for his intereft 
to fend forth a couple of years fince, informs 
us that the Prince of Wales's private fami- 
liars, ** are the moft obfcure and unprincipled 
•* individuals with which this capital teems ;^^ 

and 
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and the diurnal vouchers of Mr. Pitt*s merit 
acquaint us, that the political party, whom 
this Prince is fuppofed to grace with his 
countenance are ** a gang of beggars^ gam'- 
** biers ^ and vagabonds. ^^ — ^I fhall ftate^ both 
the one and the other fomewhat differently, 
and I apprehend I fhall be a little nearer the 
truth. 

The Prince of Wales's private companions 
have never been any other than were fuitable 
to his character and time of life. They have 
always been the junior nobility and gentry 
of the three kingdoms he was born to govern, 
without diftindtion as to the place of their 
nativity. Men of rank and due recommen- 
dation from foreign countries it has been his 
fettled cujlom to treat with an attention which 
at once marked the hofpitality of the nation, 
and the dignity of the hoft. To fay that he 
Ihines in this charader with peculiar bright- 
nefs — to fay that in all the graces of addrefs 
and deportment which adorn the exterior,— 
thofe graces which throw a luftre over the 
moft barren minds, but which when united 
with mental cultivation, exhibit a gentleman 
in the moft finifhed fpkndor ; to fay this of 

the 
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the Prince of Walts, is bift to echo the 
fcnfe of all Eurbpe, which has long fince 
pronounced him as having no rivil in thefe 
accomplifliments, among the courts of Chrif- 
tendotri; Indeed his talent this way is ,fa 
fingular , its powers of ad:ing fo curious and 
creative, that no image can be formed frpm

fantry*(and no man can enjoy the one, or 

excite the other better than hitnfelf), the

ferly mteiyafiBg^ his rank/, not by ^ loftjir 
aflimiption 6;arn the altitude pf his fphercj 
but by art innate intrinfic dignity which is 
planted all about him ; by a peculiar ma^ 
jjeily of manner which fcems ^s it wej^ -ft?

Thefe are faculties with which no fhallow; 
man was ever gifted. The Prince of Wafe$ 
is in faca a true genius* . Parts mot^ Uv^I^, 
and quicks a'difcernmefiri: of charadtejs irpre 
acute and keen, an understanding moi^ flxai]! 
and comprehenfive, no man is bfcffed T{ijit;h^ 
His cony er^tion is upembarrafled an^ el9^ 
quent j his language pure, without qupe^ and 
flowing with fluency. With the cultiyajtiqoi 
of his mind I profefs npt^ to be aaji^ainj^d^ 
but froni fome few of his private ktter$^ 
which accident has thrjg^^wn in my way, I> 
entertain a very high opinion of his attain- 
ments, Hi§ corrci^ondence witha; g^e2^t 
perfon upon ^ latp occaflpn, is faid *a have 
beefi mOTaged with fipgujar Ikill, with a (pi-^ 
t^t tempered by duty ; a fenie of right, qua- 
lified by a becprping fubmiflion j the grcateft 
accuracy of e;?cpjeflioni and.thempft logical 
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attarigcment of rcafoning- This correfpon- 
"dtnCc is loft to Ae world, and it is fit it 
'llioilld ; but the opinion of one of the moft 
Judging men in Great Britam, and of one 
of the very beft * men under heaven, (who 
tiifFered in opinion from the Prince upon that 
very occafion) is perfedlly wcH-known, and 
"was this, ** That in his whole life, he never 
^* heard a man maintain his argument with 
*' more ability and eloquence/* 
* Indeed, the powers of that man muft be 
prodigious^ who, in the fame moment, and 
at the fame table, could have exaded the 
ioudeft praifes, from the moft venerable, the 
tnoft fapient -f*, and moft cultivated Peer in 
this country, for a diTplay of deep knowledge 
and found judgment upon the moft import- 
ant fubjeds ; and who could inftantly turn 
afide and difcourfe a man of quite another 
defirription upon atrite topic of the current 
fafliion, with a fitnefs and vivacity becoming 
the light nature of the obje<3t, and thd 
lighter head of the party*

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Variety aiid verfitility of talents He un* 
doubtedly poffcfFes in tlw firft perfexSlioa. 
The gift of accotnmodating himfelf to the 
lituation he is placed in — of lowering or ex- 
alting converfation to the capacity or inclina- 
tion of his fociety, no m»n can have in a 
higher degree. He never encumbers with 
his greatnefs, nor rcpreffes reafoning from 
difference in opinion. — His good nature is 
great, becaufe his good fcnfe is fo ; and his 
politenefs . is. flattering^ becaufe it is un- 
affedted. 

Princes are faid to have few friends, and 
the nciaxim is commonly true, without doubt; 
It admits, however, its exceptions — and this 
is one of them ; for I do verily believe, thfere 
is not a man about the Prince of Wales, who 
does not love, him with the cordial glow of a 
.private gentleman. 

Swift remarks, that every man thinks 
himfelf a llatefman. He might have added> 
that every man thinks himfelf qualified, to 
advife a Prince • Whoever has looked with 
a little clofenefs at thofe who by habit or 
fititation furround the Prince of Wales, can- 
not fail to have obferved, now and then, an 
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anxiety for favour, fomewhat bordering upon 
jealoufy. They would all be favourites. But 
this, though not unnatural nor unufual in 
courts, is both intemperate and unreafonable^ 
Each has his Ihare, and fhould be content;— 
not of an attention which is at the fame time 
filly knd treacherous, but of a fubftantial 
amity which is manly and fincere. 

It is hard to tell which moll abounds, the 
folly or the malignity of mankind. This 
Prince has been charged with fufFering men 
to hurt their fortunes in fupporting his fo- 
ciety. The charge is a calumny. He can no 
inore teach them all wifdom, than he can 
give them wealth. And it happens, that I 
know from the moft perfect authority, that 
where this charge Mv^sjlrft pointed, he actu- 
ally cautioned the perfon againft the confc- 
quence of extravagance. His advice was 
not followed, though his predication was ve* 
rified. But his friendfhip was faithful, for 
ajn honourable teftimony exifts of it at this 
moment. 

. Praifes have not unfrequently been poured 
out upon the Prince of Wales for a zeal to 
promote the arts; but as far as any fads 

have 
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have reached the writer's knowledge, thc^ 
praifcs have commonly come from quarteris 
who were fecking fomc little interefk of 
their own. 

• The leffer arts have been improving iii 
England, in thcfe latter years ; but they have, 
to ufe Goldfmith's words, " fupplanfed the 
rights of their eldefl filter/* the nobleil of 
all arts. Since the acceffioa of the Houfe of 
Brunfwick, it cannot be denied that literature 
in general has been upon the decline in this 
country ; but the caufes feem not difficult to 
be traced, fo far as the proteftidn of royalty 
fnay effedt its welfare. The two firft Kitigi 
of that family were foreigners by education^ 
&nd could not be fenfible of the charms of 
compofition, in a language, whofe beauticfi 
they were not acquainted with. The counh 
tenance of the third Prince has beten bcftowed 
upon arts of another kind ; which, though 
hot great, were amufing atki haritilefs. • Thd 
little that has been done for the intereil of 
letters, has been done only by Lord Bute,' 
whatever his errors were in other refpedls ; — 
and it wilj be a memorable proof of the 
King's entire difference in things of this fort, 

ta 
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to have difcouragcd a fmall addition to poof 
Johnfon^s penfipn, when his health require|(|, 
a journey to the fouth of Europe, a man tq 
whom any Prince might have been proud to 
have contributed length of days, and increaf^ 
of comfort. . 

^ The fame %drit of freedprn and of JMftic^ 
which has prompted this fentiment, compel* 
me to fay, th^t I am not acquainted wi^ <aLpy 
ihing whiflji Ch^enges much fame in tlu* 
way even for the Prince of- Wales himfe|f ^ 
but I give- g: man of his endowments ful| 
credit for a tme tafte, and that his heart if 
generous and .magnificent, I am ^ thoroughly 
convinced :— But in truth, hi« Iphere is narrr 
row; and if his power was mor^ anig 
pie, its ina(9ion might perhaps be fully juf*^ 


* The late Sir John Elliot ^related the following anec» 
dote to the writer of this pamphlet. The Prince x)f Wale%, 
^^ew years iince, took tip Artnfiron^i Ecorhmy of Lovel 

Jnd read the poem without onc^.putting down t^e t)09i9^ 
na tranfport of admiration, lie afked for the author; 
the author was quite eafy about his fame and his poetry^ 
but the Prince was informed, there was afurviving brother 
^Chisy not in tlie moft flourifhing circumftances. From 
^eans at that time .notorioufly f^ty, he fent him a pre^ 
fent, which was worthy of the donor ; and which, to re^^ 
ricat Sir John's oWn words, ** gave the poor gentleman a 
comfortable winter..'' ' . ..A 
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tificd in the paucity of objects th^t are wor- 
thy his patronage. Of that kind of genius 
there is fcarcely any exifting amongft us. 

It has fometimes been objedtecl, that thofe 
who were commonly near the Prince of 
Wales, were not in general the wifeft men in the 
world. The Prince of Wales knows men of 
all endowments, and he comes into bufineifs 
\fii\i that great advantage. No man has a 
keener talent at finding out the preobminating 
fexcellence, — and all the kind of perfons al- 
luded to have contributed in their feveral ftilcs, 
to his innocent entertainment. To have '' ito 
fool to laugh at^^^ has been counted one of the 
inflii^ions of Providencfe upon as witty and 
able a man as ever this country produced ; and 
the Prince of Wales in fad yields not to the 
Duke of Buckingham himfelf, of whom this 
was faid, in making the weak and the ludi- 
crous of many men who furrounded him, a 
fource of amufement, as full of mirth, and 
more free from mifchief than the Duke. 

But to make equality of powers' indifpen-^ 
Jihle in thofe, who by ^ge and' by fortune 
are his appropriate intimates, would in fad 
have driven him to folitude; for in all the 
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fcircles of our youthful nobility, he could not 
find his own match; and I pronounce this opi- 
nion with a perfeVft certainty of being right- 
that, taken for all in all, and rank and roy- 
alties out of the queftion, he is himfelf the 
Jirft young man in Great Britain ! ! 

Such, in Ttij judgment, is the! Prince of 
Wales ; and from this (ketch of him, the 
rdader will fofm his olvn opinion of the 
Profped before us, iti fo far as depends upon 
hi^ perfonal qualities k What depends upon 
his fuppofed political predilections ^ W€ (hall 
fee by and bye.

X H £ political prediled:ions of a- Prince of 
Waks, are at all times of the utmoft impor- 
tance to the people of this country. They 
arc of more importance at this time, than in 
any period of our hiftory, ^ the weight and 
privileges of the people have been more de- 
preffed, and the influence and, prerogatives 
of the crown more exalted by Mr. Pitt in 
his five years adminiflxationj than my Lord 
Stafford ever aimed at, or the loftieft minifter 
of Charles II. ever ventured to wilh for. 
Hereafter I Ihall prove the fadt I am now 
content with qfferting. 

The monarch is unfit to govern any peo- 
ple whofe conflitution he is ignorant of. The 
Prince of Wales muft be fuppofed thoroughly 
to underftand the genius of the Britifh con- 
ftitution ; concluding from all that has ap- 
peared of his political condudt. 

He knows that although the blood of the 
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Plantagcnets and Stuarts flows through his 
^ veins ; though his anceftors are renowned for 
their valour, and illuftrious for their origin 
^ every way; yet that his family has acceded 
to the throne of thele kingdoms, not upon 
the ground of hereditary right; though upon 
^a much nobler title* He knows their ex- 
altation to the Britifh throne was occafioned 
by that STUPENDOUS event which proved 
there was an original contrad between King 
and people, the breach of which might for- 
feit the King's pcrfonal title, and involve th^ 
rights of his pofterity — That event which af^* 
fcrted this facred fentiment — that the Prince 
who would fway the fceptre of the BritijQb. 
nation, muji^ not deftroy its liberties. He 
knows this was brought about by the union 
of great names, great talents, and great fa- 
milies, in at leaft a divided ftate of the pub- 
lic mind; and that plots, commotions, and 
rebellions have fometimej agitated the coun- 
try, which had their fpurce in the difcontent 
of many perfons againfl that adt — that it was 
not till after a fucceffion of years ; after the 
fweet experience of the fyftem it produced 

in the mild, moderate, conftitutional ufe of 

• • . ■ « 
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the regal prerogatives in the hands of the 
Brunfwick Princes, that this mighty mea- 
fure heczmc/o reconciled, and y/xought/ucb 
a change in its adverfaries, th^t the royal 
family now upon the throne of Great Britain 
arc, in fad, more deeply feated in a// their 
people's hearts, than any other race of Prince§ 
upon earth. 

Of fuch an event; (fo far from diftant, 
that many men now living recoiled the time 
it happened) of their defcendants, who ac-f 
complifhed a thing fo good and fo glorious 
for his own family, it would ill became a 
Brunfwick Prince to difcover oblivion or 
negleft. And if a monarch of that race was 
ever to commence his career with a manifeft 
antipathy to the men whofe anceftors accom- 
plilhed fo great a work, againft the moll: 
formidable difficulties, and whofe free and 
loyal principles flill remain immutable, it 
might naturally be expeded that his whole 
reign would be one fucceffive ftruggle againft 
the fpirit of liberty; and if it fhould happen 
to terminate in the lofs of an empire, it 
would be but reaping, the produce of the feed 
fbqi was /own f

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. Such a Prince may, indeed, have many 
private virtues, but pofterity, who could only 
knovir him in the fad effects of his reign, and 
the hiltorian's narrative, would, perhaps, (hew 
his memory but little quarter^ 

Thefe antipathies have never yet appeared 
in the Prince of Wales. On the contrary, 
he has difcovered the moft avowed, the moft 
conflant, and cordial attacluhent to thofe 
principles, and lincerely cherilhed thofe very 
men — ^not * • a gang of gamblers^ beggars^ and 
vagabonds^^ as they are ftiled by Mr. Pitt's 
panegyrifls, but fuch men as I ihaJl defcribe 
them* 

^ Whoever looks over the hiftory of his 
country, arid obferving thofe great names 
who by valour, or by wifdom, or by hofpi- 
tality, have in the earlieft times fpread a 
luftre around them, and is curious to inquire 
concerning their pofterity — ^will find them in 
that party ^ as it is commonly called, which 
the Prince . of Wales graces with his attach** 
ment. Whoever, in pcrufing paft times,^ 
feds his bofom fwcU at the exploits of thofe 
who, while any. thing worth notice is re- 
corded in our annals, are found to have been 
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fofcmoft in fwelling the pomp of vididiy, 
and rai£bg the military renown of our na^ 
tioii» and is curious to know the public con- 
^XiOi of their defcendants in the prefent times, 
will find them in that party. Whoever^ 
acealous and warm for civil liberty, that ho- 
Ueft wcMrk of man, reads with admiration and 
with wander the hardy, intrepid, unbending 
Spirits, who in the teeth of tyranny, public 
bafcncis, or popular illufion, have with firm, 
unchanging, invincible determination, placed 
tnen*s rights upon the bafe of Iaw> out of 
peril from the oppreffor*s grafp, or the ca- 
price of the multitude, and is defirous to hear 
of their pofterity, will find them in that 
farty. In that party they will find the fons 
of thoie who, in all circumftances, and under 
^I threats of power and fedudions of cor- 
mptftm, were never once known to defert the 
jpeople. They will find in it the iffue of 
tbofe who fought, who bled, who perifhed 
for the freedom we now enjoy, and whofe 
blood redeemed it upon a fcafFold. 
• Men of great fortunes are fuppofed to be 
the moft interefted in the liberties of their 
country* The fuppofition is an error. Pri- 
J ' . vatc 
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▼ate property is fafe in moft countries, for it 
is not the intereft of the worft tyrants h$ 
difturb k 5 and perhaps men who have only 
their p&rts and their a<iiyity to help them 
forward,- have the defcpeft ftakes in a free 
ftate, becaiife rhere alone they can be fuie of 
making any imprefficMi. 

Yet if wealth and wide poffeffion can add 
importance or luftrc to a caufej in t^af party 
will be found the grfeateft forturtes 6f everjr 
kind, the greatcft landed property, the moil

aticient and extenfive holdings, with all the 
jfghts and honourable appendages which ac- 
cCFmpany them. So that for .antiquity and 
noblenefe of blood, for renown in arms, and 
for civir reputation, for tried impregnable 
virtue, for the great^ft and moft extenfivc 
projferty, this party comprehends whatever 
the country has, which is mojl rcfpedabte, 
and m6ji diftinguifhed. •

*The men thcmfelves too are the genuine 
heirs of the wealth and worth of their an^- 
ceftorsi generous, magnificent, juft, honour- 
able, polite, open and fincere; defcending 
into popular circles, and mingling^ with the 
mafs of their countrymen, not wi^h acon- 
. * ftrained 
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^aifled complaiiance or fa<5titious humility jr 
which infult in their Gofi4efccnfion, and which 
cannot pafs upon the moll Ihallpiyj; but 
melting and mixing with their fellow citi*^ 
aens in the fttc flow of one good cdrnm^ 
Caufcj like a rich river that receives the ad-, 
jacent ftreams, and rolls along in one fulln 
dear, incorporated current* . i. : 

For abilities of every kind, the moft va-1 
rious and tranfcending, thofe amongft them- 
who are dcftined for active fcenes are fo 
cftablilhed and fo famed, that no new idea, 
could be given to the nation by even thd: 
moft detailed applaufes* Their fecond, nay) 
their third rank$, are filled with men more 
capable of governing an empire, than the . 
whole combined phalanx of their antago^ - 
pifts. In faidt, what are their antagonifts? 

I would not do the thing myfelf which I . 
condemn in others. Hard words are not the . 
types of truth, and a good caufe difdains 
the aid of calumny. But what are their an- 
tagonifts ? Are they not the flireds and 
patches, the fcraps and fragments of every . 
little fadion that has exifted in the country 
thefc thirty years. A kind of chips that 

have 
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have fallen from the trunk of other parties, 
and funk undiftinguifhed into the heap of 
common mbbifh, until called into being by 
the myfterious refurredion of 1783. With- 
out concert, or attachment, or fincerity, or 
fympathy of any other kind than refults frpm 
their common avarice of their ftations and 
fakries. Without public principle to ce-- 
ment them in private friendfhip, or private 
friendfhip to unite them in public principle. 
Feeble, fooiifh, arrogsmt, wed:k and pfe- 
pofterous. The man would have been 
deemed a Bedlamite, who would have af- 
ferted at their formation, that they could 
fubfift a month 5 and yet riiey fubiift at thi^ 
moment, to the utter ailns^niftiment of all the 
world, after attempting and perpetrating (as 
I (hall prove in due time) more follies, more 
abfurdities, and more iniquities, than any mi-* 
nifters that ever filled the offices of govern- 
ment for thrice the fpace of time. 

And yet they tell us Mr. Pitt is popular* 
Is he fo indeed? Why, then, let us Joofc 
this popularity ftraight in the face.

X HE writer is induced to interrupt the 
arrangement he propofed in the laft Number 
of this article, and to forego the coniidera- 
tion of Mr. Pitt's alledged popularity until 
his next publication; by the wifli of faying 
fomething more upon a fubjed which more 
immediately engages the public intereft. 

As the fituation of the kingdom in the 
prefent exigence is on all hands admitted to 
be new^ fo too mull be the ad: which is to 
extricate the kingdom from this exigence. 
The public emergency which bears the 
greateft fimilitude to our dilemma at this 
moment, is undoubtedly the crills of the Re- 
volution in 1688 ; and in many refpedls the 
operations of both periods muft be alike. At 
this monaent it is manifeft, that there exifts 
in this country no Legiflature. To make 
laws is the very effence of legiflation, and 
where there is no third eftate to ratify the

a£ls 'of the two other eftates, no law can be 
made. It has been a doubt with fome of 
the moft venerable parliamentary authorities 
among us, whether in fad the Houfe had 
upon their meeting at the end of the proro- 
gation a fortnight ago, any capacity for any 
parliamentary proceeding whatever ; the thing 
being without example for the parliament to 
aflemble, after the* prorogation, without the 
prefence of the King, or fome meffagc, or 
fome commiflion from the crown ; and th^ 
Speaker felt this difficulty fo flrong, that he 
queftioned the power of the Houfe to ifTue a 
writ for the borough of Colchefter. 

Admitting, however, that the powers of 
each Houfe to remedy this great evil may 
not be difputed, the thing to be done, cannot 
be done as an ordinary adt of legiflation. Ei- 
ther the Prince of Wales, upon the declara* 
tion of his father's incapacity, fucceeds of 
right to the execution of the fovereignty dur- 
ing the exiftence of that incapacity 5 or the 
inveftiture of him, or of any other perfon, 
ivith that power, muft referable the meafure 
of the convention in 1688. 

If the Prince has this right, the govern- 

I a ment 


ment r^^aiii^ entire^ notwithftanding the m^ 
capacity of |hc king* If he has not th^ 
light, Ihen^ the frame of the govemment if 
^iiTolved ^s in i689, and all the prind^s 
then adopted muft be admitted now, the dif-^ 
ference confiiling only i^ their application. 

At that time, there was no legiflature aa4 
np govemxnenti neither the one nor <hd 
ether exifts at this time; and th^ caufe of 
Ae defect refultrng in both inftances from 
the want of a King : a virtual va;cancy of th« 
throne is now implied* as an acjlual yacancy 
was then aiTerted. But in that cafe the ac- 
tual vacancy of the throne arofe frotn the in- 
capacity of a King to govern in confequence 
of being expelled for his crimes : the virtual 
Vacancy of the throne in this cafe ari^s from 
the incapacity of a j^ing to govern, in confe- 
quence of the a<3; of God. The King how- 
ever exiting in the very plenitude of his 
lubje6t$' affeiStion. 

: Here let me obferve, that this paper af- 
fed:ing to be no more than a piecct of reafon- 
ing (weak perhaps and forcekfs) cannot, 
juftly incur the charge of preniunire, difloy- 
aky, or di(afie<^oh. Not one word can be 

intended. 
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intendecj ^ bccaufe not one fuch fentlmcnfl 
|)erYa4es the bofom of the writer, to the pre- 
judice pf King George the Third's regal 
title, or of his perfonal virtues. And with 
legard to the.4iforderi which to the wide re* 
gret of all his people, afHif^s his Majefty ; i£ 
^y perfcMis have really attempted to exag- 
gerate that melancholy fit uation, it is diffi-^ 
cult to f^y whether the attempt was moil 
abprninable pr foolifh. To wijb the King 
Worfe is wicked, and to feem to wijQb it, is 
weak. After profeffing a jull horror at any 
fuch pradtife, it is only neceffary for me to 
add, that I Ihall meddle not at all with the 
nature or degree of the Sovereign's malady : 
all that is pertinent to the drift of this argu- 
ment, being his decided incapacity to go- 
vern. 

Although {o much has been laid upon the 
choice of a Regent, and the divifion of his 
power, it will appear from the deepeft re- 
fcarch into the nature of our conftitution and 
the fpirit of our laws, not only that no other 
perfon can be Regent, except the Prince of 
Wales, and that he muft be Regent, with 
fovereign authority, without fub verting all 
the fundamentals of law and conftitution; 
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but that it is maintainable in argumeflt, 
though the firft found of the pofition will 
come with furprife upon the reader, that the 
Prince of Wales is at this moment, namely, 
during his father's incapacity, in ih^fpirit of 
the conjlitution^ K^^^^g of England *. 

I fay, maintainable in argument^ not to 
propagate any idea of fedition or difloyalty, 
but to bottom the Prince's right to a Sove^ 
ireign Regency, in ground fo impregnable, 
that it cannot be aflailed by any thing to 
be drawn from the laws of regal fucceffion 
in this country, or deduced from the genius 
of this conftitution. 

All writers, both upon civil and common 
law, agree, that there is a civil as well as a 
natural death. They agree, that the King, 
who is utterly incapable of any fun6tion 
of Sovereignty, is civilly dead. They agree, 
that though there is a diftindlion between a 
right, and the exercife of a right ; yet, that 
a permanent and immoveable incapacity to 
exercife a right, extinguifhes in confequence 
the right itfelf. It is a maxim of the laws of 


* The reader will obferve by the date of this letter, 
that it was piibliihed before any of the difcuflions took 
place upon this point in either Houfe of Parliament. 
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England, that the ' throne is never vacant^ 
Utter incapacity to govern, conftitutes a civil 
death. The King, who is civilly dead, can- 
not fill the throne ; then, if the throne of 
England is never vacant, who fills it at this 
moment ? 

As to the cafes which conftitute the fort of 
incapacity, which incapacity conftitutes a 
vacancy of the throne, the fuUeft pollible 
difcuffion took place at the Revolution. Somfe 
of the greateft men that ever lived in Eng- 
land, lived af that moment. The nation was 
ranfacked for ability to reprefent the people 
in the famous Conyentioti Parliament, and 
each Houfe felefted its moft renowned lead- 
ers, for the great conference that took place 
on the 5th of February, 1689. The tranf- 
adtions of that illuftrious day, are recorded 
with an accuracy that has never been called 
in queftion; and, upon that occafion, as well 
as during the whole progrefs of that mighty 
bufinefs, the incapacity under which our So- 
vereign unhappily now labours^ was repeat- 
edly alluded to, as one of the cafes that con- 
ftituted a civil death. 

Among other opinions, it may be worth 
the reader*s while to notice the following : 
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Sir Robert Sawyer. •• Suppofe the King 
*« had entered into a monaftery, that is a ci- 
•* vil death, when he renounces fhe civil ad- 
•* miniftration of his govcrnitent, that is a 
** civil death ; if he is incapable of govem- 
•* ment, then he is civilly dead. For there.' 
^Ms a civil as well as a natural death » and 
** the King, though livings may be. dead in ef^ 
•* fea.'' The Bifhop of Ely— *« There is a 
** natural incapacity for the exereife of the

Such are fome of the opinions, that at the 
Revolution pre vailed as to the caufesihat con- 
ftituted incapacities, and in confeqiience of 
thofe incapacities, vacancies of the throne.

The reader will apply them as he thinks fit 
upon the prefent occafion, and according to 
their value. 

Here it is neceflary to obferve that the doc- 
trines in favour of King James the Second^s 
fdn, during this celebrated conference, apply 
with irrefirtible force at the prefent moment; 
becaufe they were dirawn from the hereditary 
nature of the Britifh monarchy, and though 
urged by the Tories, were admitted by the 
Whigs, as the uhdoubted laws of fucceffion 
to the Britifli crown ; which it was not the 
objeft of the Revolution at all to iafringe 
upon. To get fid of James altogether was 
the firft obje(a j and the fecond was to blink

For one hundred years we have heard of 
a King of England de jure^ whofc pretence 
has been the fcofF of Europe.

of thefe times to the monftrous pofitionSi 
now advanced, namely, that the two Houfcs 
can perform that^ which can be no other than 
a legiflative aft. 

' And I have heard that Mr. Fox has been 
accufcd of deferting his Whig principles, iti 
maintaining the reverie of this pofition :— - 
Is the whole nation frantic? — and is the 
grave-digger, in Hamlet's obfervatibn, veri-

' Accufed of deferting his principles, for de- 
nying that, which two of the moft notorious 
laws in our ftatutc book make it a premunire 
to maintain, viz. That any two of the three 
ellates can make law : and furely altering 
the nature and genius of the executive autho* 
rity, or meddling with the very fmalleft of 
its prerogatives can be no other than a legifla- 
tive proceeding. 

If Mr. Fox denied that the people of Eng- 
land could not, upon juft grounds, and upon 
an adequate provocation, alter the fucceffion 
and confer the fovereignty where they pleqfed^ 
he would indeed renounce his principles,

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atnl iwith all my adoration of hts charadeff 
t iliqiUd be the firil to resiounce him. Yet 
wen fUc^ a meafure, though perhaps the no^ 
l}lef| e^er^ion of popular power, could oot 
be done as, a legijladve a£l.

'JTa^/W is t<>legifiatei they cannot legiflate 
vithotit the firft eftate ; and if that eftate is 
extindt, they cannot create one, without 
fonfuiting th« people,— for the extinction 
once admitted, the diiTolution of the govem*^ 
meat follows of neccflity, and the nationals 

thxown bacLagain upon Hrft principles* 

Perhaps I have faid this before, but no 
matter, it cannot be repeated too often : I 
write in a hurry, and this fubje(5t is too va0: 
^o allow any care for critical compofition* 
^ I Ihall now proceed to the clofe of this 
di^urf^, by fhewing the reader, according 
to my promife, the iniquity of making 
the parliamentary operations upon Henry the 
^xth*s incapacity (which I. uaderiland, make

Tiappen, that the Cardinal of York, the 
grandfon of King James IL Ihould be ena- 
bled to prefer, by aftivc operations, his claim 
to the crown of King George ^IH. at this 
moment, what would be the condudfc of a 
citizen of this empire ? I apprehend it would 
be this : He would fhoot the Caidinal through 
the heart, as an ' incendiary that meant to 
light the kingdoms- into civil flames.

• Heiiiy. was the third King of the houfe of 
Lancafter,'^and George is the thin! King of 
the hbtird of Brunfwick." The Lancaftcr fa- 
mily'Ve^gned f6r fixty-^^ years/ the 
Brunifwicl^ family for feventy-threc years;' 
The two* firft Lancacftrian Princes were great 
inert/ diM^'brought ihuch renown upon tlic 
nation /the two firft Brunfwick Princes were 
great^ men like wife, and brought fame and 
fortune^tb' the nation. Some misfortunes 
happened under the third King of the houfe 
of Lancafter— may I be allowed to fay, that 
fome have Seen expierienced under the third 
King of the houfe of Brunfwick? The 
chief difference between the two cafes would 
confift in the difparity which exifts between 
tlie perfonal charadlers of the two Princes, 
and in the clofer proximity of the blood of 
Lancafter to Richard 11. than of the blood 
bf Brunfwick to James II. Their titles too, 
in fadt, were fimilar; for Henry IV. grounded 
his claim upon the voice of the nation, and 
Oebrge L never affeded any other claim.

Now who was this .Duke of York ? Be*

fides being firft Prince of the blood» he ia- 

• - • - ( 

herited all the vaft pofTeffions of the duk^r 
doms of York and Clarence, the ^ ^arldpm^ 
of Cambridge, Ulfkr, and Ma/chi? i . he' 
was, in a word, the richeft fubjedt ttiat ever 
obeyed the Icepter of Great-Britain. 

He was married into the Hou/e of Nevil, 
which formed within itfejf a knot qf Upbi- 
lity, wealth, and power, that never before^ 
nor ever fince, were united in one fanUJIy if> 
thefe kingdoms. Of this family yyexc the 
Lords Weftmoreland, Salilbury, Latimer^ 
Fauconberg, Abergavenny, and laijt, and 

greater 
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igreater fhan all the rfeft, Wafwltk^ coiwu 
mohly filled the King-maker- — t'he Duke of 
York had likcwife the Earl of De vonfliirfc 
devoted to him from private love, ahd thft 
family of Norfolk, from their hereditary 
Irancour to the Houfe of Lancaftcr . Thfe 
ireadcr can form no image of the power of 
thefe mighty Barons from any comparifoa 
with riiodem nobility. In a word, all 
the reft of England united could not make Hl 
Houfe of Commons againft Richard and his 
friends, and they were themf elves almoft 
*he whole Houfe of Lords. 

Such was the Duke of York, and fuch hi« 
<:onne6tions. For twenty years he is known 
to have meditated *the crown of Henry, but 
being of an irrefdlute temper, and for thofe 
times of a placid difpoiition, he abftained for 
a long time from openly profecuting his ob- 
je<3t, though he had taken all private care 
«o fecure its fuccefs. 

But time grew heavy at length, and ambiw 

lionroufed him into action. So early as

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245a he appears in open arms at the head of 
ten thoufand men againfl the King's aatho- 
rity, and m6t Henry himfelf in Kent to give 
him battle, with fcarcely any pretext for fuch 
violence. However, as he was the next heir 
to the crown, his friends perfuaded him ta 
defift for the prefent, and he difmifTed his 
army. Things remained for a little time in ^ 
deceitful tranquillity, until an event whic|pi 
foon followed, drove York forth again, and 
developed all his views; namely, the Queen of 
Henry being delivered of a Prince of Wales> 
which cut off all. hopes of his own peaceful 
fiicceflion to the throne. 

Then indeed the oracle was, underftood, 
and York's power felt in eveiy quarter. At 
this time commenced the King's infirmity; 
whidi rendered, him unfit to govern, and 
Margaret, with the King's Council, were 
forced to give the Regency of the kingdom 
to this very Duke of York, * whofe views 
4ipon tihe crown no man was a ftranger to. 

The Parliament was devoted to him, an4 
went greater lengths in increafing his power

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that! a pcrfon ignorant of the intrigues of 
thofe times could think the Duke himfelf 
wiflhed them to "go *• But it was effential 
for Richard to preferve a character for mo*- 
deration, in order to reconcile the nation to 
unfettlfe the government, and hence his coy- 
nefs and coquetry with the Parliament as to 
the extent of hia own powers •ft, and his fo- 
licitude to have a council:— A council then 
they gave him of his own bofom friends, and 
all the authority he could defire. 

Being convinced myfelf of the truth of 
ftiy arguments, it is my wifh to convince 
others ; and as I would not have any material 
point depend upon my anonymous affirma- 
tion, I fhall regularly refer the reader to the 
moft indubitable proofs of the veracity of my 
alledgeraents, David Hume could not have, 
written to decide between the Prince of 
Wales and the modern King-maker — ^Wil- 
liam Pitt, and his words upon this fubjedt 
are as follow: '* Men who thus entrufted 
<* fovereign authority to one, that had fucli 
<* evident and ftrong pretenfions to the

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crown, were not furely averfc to his tak- 
ing immediate and full poffeflion of it *. 
Undoubtedly not. His objedt wis /Aeir 
objedl ; he deemed it expedient ta put on 
a fliew of moderation to beguile the public ; 

and the Parliament ad:ed their part in the 

* 

farce to a miracle — Yetfuch is the Parliament 
quoted by Pittas advocate as a model for theje. 
times. 

The limitations to the Duke of Yorkers 
power at this time were two — firft the majo- 
rity of the Prince of Wales ; and fecondly. 
King Henry's own pleafure. It pleafed the 
King in about a year after this delegation, 
to revoke the power "f". He did fo ; and in 
lefs than a month after the revocation,, the 
Duke appeared in open.?irms againft his ac- 
knowledged fovereign, fought him at St. 
Alban's, killed five thoufand of his troops, 
and among the reft the Duke of Somerfet, 
the Earls of Northumberland and Stafford, 
Lord Clifford, and many other nobles, and 
took Henry himfelf priforier. 

A parliament met in aboiit two months

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after this event, — And what would the read- 
er fuppofe to be their firft: operation ? The 
impeachment of York without doubt . 

Their firft meafure was to grant an indem- 
nity to all the Yorkifts for thi^ open treafon ; 
and to reftore the Regency agkin to Richard, 
going over the fame ceremony as to the ex- 
tent * and nature of his powers as upon 

the former occafion Tet this is the par-^ 

liament quoted by Pitt*s advocate as a model for 
the prefent times. 

Queen Margaret, a woman of great fpirit 
and enterprize, forced herhufband in Richard's 
abfence, to appear in the Houfe of Lords, 
and to refunie his power, Richard pretend-. 
ed a concurrence with this refumptipn, but 
directly entered upon meafures to enfure the 
fuccefs of the claim which he foon after 
openly made upon the crown. 

After various intrigues and negociaitions, 
they came again to blows, and the battles of 
Bloreheath and Northampton were fought. 
A Parliament was called in the King's name 
who was again the Duke's prifoner ; before-

What do the Parliament upon this occafion ? 
They diredlly recognize Richard*s claim ; 
they inveft him with all the power during 
Henry's life, declare him and his pofterity 
rightful heirs to the crown upon Henry's 
death, and difinherit the Prince of Wales and 
his heirs for ever.* The unfortunate King 
(who was Richard's prifoner) confented to 
all thi^ violence ; and the deftrudlion of the 
royal family was accomplifhed by a regular 
a€t of Parliament. 

• This was the laft aft of Richard's Parlia-

mcnts, for he loft liis life at the battle o£ 
Wakefield in the fame year ; and yet thefe 
arc the Parliaments whofe tranfad:ions are 
cited as an example for the prefent moment. 
From the bad conduft: of thefe very Par- 
liaments, iprung all the calamities of this 
dreadful quarrel,, which, to ufe the words of 
Hume, " was not finiflied in lefs than a 
courfe of thirty years, which was (igna- 
lized by twelve pitched battles, which

V nobility of England*." Such is thc^ ge- 
xiuine chaja<9ter of thefc rParliaments, and 
from this brief but faithful picture of. :them» 
let the world judge of ,the men who! .q^o*^ 
them as guides :upoij the prefent occafion. . 

Is there a man who can look back at thefe 
fcencs, without Ihuddcring to the very cen- 
ter of his frame ? Is there a man who has 
ever read the lamentable relations of that fe- 
ries of civil (laughters, without afflidion and 
horror ? Is there a man who can think of 
thofe who would rilk the revival of fuch 
events, without eternal abomination ? ' 
: The Parliaments alone, of thofe times, are 
accountable to God and man for ajl thofe 
evils. Had they refijfted the Duke of York in 
any one of his proceedings, the people would 
have decided againft innovations upon the 
fettled eftablifhment ; and this bloody tra- 
gedy had perhaps never been adled. But 
thefe Parliaments were his picked and chofen

inftruments ; 
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iiiftnimeilts^; and tboir faDdiion lent him au- 
t!l6rity^;and;encodfcged his operations. 
^ l£hd devotioa bt thdc three Parliaments to 
thepirpofes of the Duke of York, is one of 
thc,moft fiotorious fadts in Englifh hiftory, 
jttidbccaufe it /> that notorious fad:, I can fay, 
without fear of being in the wrong, that the 
man wha would make sbeir mcafures a Mno- 
del for tb^ prefent times ^ is a villain and a 
traitor;- 

For the prefent thofe men may efcapc who 
rccommcrvd fuch things ; but there is an im- 
mortal fpirit- of exemplary juftice in the law 
of England, which cannot fail, one day or 
other, to burl its vengeai>ce upon their guilty 
heads, and which will teach mankind his 
ufeful . feflbh, that ambition itfelf has 

limits in times like the prefent, and that 
pride, revenge, and avarice Ihill not with 
impunity* prefume to difturb the tranquillity 
of nations* 
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
